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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to independent Claim 27 to recite detecting a signal representative of the electrical 
conductivity of a sensory nerve of a facial skin substrate further narrows the scope of the claim and its dependents by introducing 
limitations not previously recited. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/26/2007 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that 
Wilson does not specifically disclose electrodes on the facia! area as used in the Final Office Action in the rejection of Claims 27, 31-32 
and 38, it is noted that a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Thus, the electrodes of the apparatus of Wilson are "suitable for detecting a signal 
representative of the electrical activity of a sensory nerve of a facial skin substrate in vivo" as claimed. 

Applicant also contends that Zealear does not teach determining nerve conductivity, alleging that nerve conduction is distinguishable from 
nerve conductivity. However, it is noted that nerve conductivity in the broadest reasonable sense is defined as the transmission of 
electrical activity, www.dictionary.com even cites "conduction" as a synonym for "conductivity." Thus, Applicants arguments that nerve 
conductivity is distinguishable from nerve conduction are not persuasive. And while Applicant purports that the rate of transmission is 
measured to determine conduction whereas current is measured to determine conductivity, it is noted that such limitations are not 
presently recited in the claims. Furthermore, it is noted that Zealear teaches determining if nerve conduction has slowed (Col. 10: 39-50), 
which constitutes a disclosure of nerve conductivity as defined by Applicant. 
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
